pn a seasonally adjusted basis, 
€ rate in August, 1960 indi- 
mates total consumption in 1960- 
bl of less than 834 million bales. 
Additional indicators of smaller 
monsumption over the past few 
onths were a steadily rising 
tock-unfilled order ration for 
otton broadwoven goods, de- 
lining prices for fabric and 
arge imports of cotton broad- 
woven 2oods. 


The supply of extra-long sta- 
ple cotton in the United States 
for 1960-61 is estimated at 
about 312,100 bales compared 
wtih 310,400 in 1959-60. The 
supply includes a slightly larger 
carryover and a slightly smaller 
crop for 1959. The August 1, 
1960 carryover of about 150,- 
600 bales compared with 146,- 
200 a year earlier. Imports in 
both seasons are estimated at 
about 95,100 bales, the import 
quota for all cotton 1% inches 
or longer. 

Domestic mill consumption 
during the current season is ex- 
pected to decline slightly from 
that of last year but exports are 
expected to increase slightly. 
Total disappearance might not 
be greatly different from total 
disappearance from 1959-60. 


Retailers Foresee 


Increased Sales 


Nationwide retail sales for the 
second half of this year will be 
greater than those of the same 
period in 1959, according to a 
National Retail Merchants Asso- 
ciation membership survey. 

J. Gordon Dakins, executive 
vice president and treasurer of 
the NRMA, said the retailers 
were less optimistic about profits. 
A loss is expected by 17 percent 
of those answering the survey. 

One in three stores said wom- 
en’s sportswear would show the 
best volume increases. One in 
four said ready-to-wear would. 
One in five listed children’s wear 
as the best bet. Men’s wear and 
women’s coats and suits were 
chosen by one out of six, teenage 
and junior wear by one out of 
ten. Almost all cited recruitment 
of personnel as a problem.

In Tow Form 


Orlon Sayelle, DuPont’s bi- 
component acryuic fiber, is now 
available in tow form for proc- 
essing into worsted-spun ma- 
chine knitting yarns. The fiber 
which was introduced in Octo- 
ber, 1959, has been available up 
to now only in staple form in 
three and six denier and 3% 
and 4% inch cut lengths. 

the new tow comes in six 
denier only in a tow bundle of 
470,000 total denier. 

Availability of Orlon Sayelle 
tow means that yarn processors 
may now process the perman- 
ently crimped fiber directly on 
tow-to-top systems. With staple, 
yarn producers had to convert 
the fiber first into a top before it 
could be manufactured into 
yarn. 

Reports in the market indi- 
cate that the new Orlon Sayelle 
tow is processed best on the Pa- 
cific Converter with a variable 
cut recommended for producing 
better yarn quality. It is not 
clear yet whether the two is also 
processible on the Turbo Stap- 
ler. 

The new Orlon Sayelle tow is 
priced at $1.50 a pound, the 
same price at which Orlon Say- 
elle staple is currently being sold 
to yarn spinners. 

At present virtually all Orlon 
Sayelle poundage is being used 
in the manufacture of bulky rib 
knit sweaters. Work is under- 
stood to be proceeding on modi- 
fication of this bi-component fi- 
ber for use in fine gauge sweat- 
ers.

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


Manufacture Of Double Jersey Yardgoods 


By CHARLES KEICHMAN, 


Editor 


DOUBLE JERSEY is a term that has recently come into use 
in the industry as a result of the metoric ascent of the Continental 
knit dress on the style horizon. Although not a standard technical 
knitting term, double jersey refers to various types of fine rib struc- 


tures that look like twice-knitted 
appearance front and back of 
the face of jersey fabric; that is, 
the two sides of the cloth are 
interlocked or inter-knitted to 
create the impression of a dou- 
bly knitted plain jersey ma- 
terial. 

Advantages of double jersey 
fabric over plain jersey (single 
needle) cloth may be summa- 
rized as follows: 

e Greater dimensional stabi- 
lity by virtue of the so-called 
double knit (actually rib) con- 
struction. 

e Improved cut-ability. Since 
the fabric is knitted on a rib 
basis, it does not curl at the 
edges, a drawback of plain 
jersey cloth. 

e Heavier weight per square 
yard. This of course, might be 
considered by some a disadvan- 
tage because of the increased 
quantity of yarn required in its 
manufacture. 


Types Of Double 
Jersey Fabrics 

Probably the most common 
form of double jersey fabric is 
plain interlock, the soft, rela- 
tively thick material that is 
widely used in the manufacture 
of high-bulk Orlon and textured 
filament nylon (mostly Ban-Lon) 
sweaters. 

Plain interlock is in a sense 
the starting point or well-spring 
of the variety of rib fabrics 
which fall within the double jer- 
sey category. From plain inter- 
lock have come such variations 
on the double jersey theme as: 

e Eightlock 

e Single pique 

e Texi-pique 

e Pin tuck 

e Bourrelet 

Somewhat more distantly re- 
moved from plain interlock but 
still having a close relationship 
to it, at least in basic structural 
details, are such other double 
jersey structures as: 

e Double pique 

e Ribbed jacquard fabrics 

The double jersey fabric class- 
ification also contains knitted 


jersey fabric. The cloth has the 


structures which bear such 
names as Wevenit and Rodier. 
Neither of these, however, is a 
basic or special type of double 
jersey fabric. Both are registered 
terms used to describe any of 
a variety of double jersey fabrics 
to which the owners of these 
trade marks may attach them. 
Wevenit, for example, is the reg- 
istered trade mark of Edouard 
Dubied & Cie, the well-known 
Neuchatel, Switzerland, knitting 
equipment builders. This term 
is the company’s descriptive 
designation for the different 
kinds of double jersey fabric 
produced on its Model A.24 and 
B.24 WEVENIT machines. 
Eightlock Fabric 

Of the fabrics listed, the dou- 
ble jersey structure most closely 
akin to plain interlock is eight- 
lock. Plain interlock, as is well 
known, is an_ interconnected 
double | x | rib fabric produced 
by alternate long and _ short 
needles in the cylinder and dial 
successively knitting and welt- 
ing at every other feed. In the 
knitting action, all long cylinder 
needles are raised to the knitting 
position at odd feeds and all 
short needles knit at even feeds. 
Unlike most common rib fabrics, 
a full course of plain interlock 
fabric is produced on two con- 
secutive feeds. 

Eightlock, in contrast to plain 
interlock, is best described as an 
interlocked double 2 x 2 rib fab- 
ric produced by the alternate 
long and short needles in the 
cylinder and dial realigned on 
a2 x2 rib rather than bya 1 x | 
rib basis. In other words, instead 
of short and long needles alter- 
nating in the dial and long and 
short needles alternating in the 
cylinder, the needle set-out for 
the production of eightlock re- 
quires the alternate placing of 
two successive short and two 
consecutive long needles in the 
dial and two successive long and 
two successive short needles in 
the cylinder. Thus, instead of 
single short needles and single 


long needles in the two needle 
housings alternately knitting and 
welting, each two consecutive 
short and long needles operate 
on the conventional interlock 
knitting principle. This can be 
more readily seen in the two dia- 
grams on Page 5 contrasting the 
methods of loop formation in 
plain interlock and eightlock. 
Tuck Interlock 

The manufacture of such 
other basically interlock double 
jersey fabrics as single pique, 
texi-pique, pin tuck and bour- 
relet, is accomplished with aee- 
dies in the same gating or rela- 
tive position to each other in 
their tricks or slots as in the 
knitting of plain interlock and 
eightlock. The only difference 
is that provision must be made 

(Continued on Page 5) 
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for the selective tucking of nee- 
dies in the cylinder and dial at 
different feeds. 

In the manufacture of single 
pique fabric, for example, ar- 
rangement must be made so that 
the tucking of the dial needles 
is accomplished at every third 
feed. Thus, at the first feed 
all long needles in cylinder 
and dial knit; at the second 
feed, short needles in both 
needle housings knit. How- 
ever, at the third feed, the 
long needles in the dial tuck 
while the long needles in the 
cylinder knit. At the fourth and 
fifth feeds, the short and long 
needles, respectively, in the cyl- 
inder and dial knit, while at the 
sixth feed the short dial needles 
tuck, as the short cylinder nee- 
dles knit. Tucking in the dial 
in this manner then continues 
at feeds 9, 12, 15, ete. Actually, 
the tucking at every third feed 
need not be confined to the dial 
needles as indicated above; the 
tucking action may be done on 
the cylinder instead, depending 
on the cam arrangement for se- 
lective tucking in the cylinder 
or dial. 

Production of texi-pique, pin 
tuck and bourrelet also involves 
tucking. Texi-pique requires nee- 
dies tucking in both cylinder and 
dial at every third feed. Pin tuck 
fabric is produced by knitting all 
needles in the cylinder and tuck- 
ing the dial needles at every 
second and third feed as shown 
below:

The manufacture of bourrelet 
fabric can be done by knitting 
and tucking or knitting and 
Welting. The first method re- 
quires the tucking action in the 
dial to be done over a successive 
numbe of feeds, usually four, 
while knitting all needles on the 
cylinder. The fabric actually is 
a tipple stitch or corded struc- 
ture created by raised loops 
across the fabric. 

Further variety in these tuck

interlock constructions can be 
achieved by creeling different 
colored yarns on the machine 
to create, as in the knitting of 
plain interlock yardgoods, ver- 
tical stripes, irregular patterns, 
etc. Still broader scope in terms 
of multi-colored designs is pos- 
sible by means of the various 
types of jacquard mechanisms 
with which the machines for 
knitting these fabrics may be 
equipped. 
Double Pique Cloth 

The knitting of double pique 
fabrics requires a_ different 
needle relationship from the con- 
ventional interlock gating used 
in the construction of the vari- 
ous tuck double jersey fabrics 
described above. The needle 
gating must be a rib basis; that 
is, the needles in the dial and 
cylinder should be arranged to 
operate midway between each 
other rather than immediately 
above each other as in interlock 
gating. The use of long and short 
needles, at least in the dial, is 
however required; the cylinder 
needles are usually of one type. 

Double pique fabrics are pro- 
duced not by knitting and tuck- 
ing, as in the case of the various 
tuck interlock fabrics such as 
single pique, but by knitting and 
welting. Actually, double pique 
fabrics can be knitted in two dif- 
ferent ways, called the French 
and Swiss methods. 

In the former, double pique 


fabric is constructed by knitting 
the long and short dial needles 
respectively at the first and third 
feeds and welting all cylinder 
needles at these two feeds, while 
at the second and fourth feeds 
the long dial and the short dial 
needles knit with all the cylinder 
needles. The needle set-out is 
as shown below:

In contrast to the Swiss tech- 
nique, the French method of 
producing double pique fabric 
requires welting of all cylinder 
needles at the even rather than 
at the odd feeds. The needle set- 
out is as follows:

In appearance double pique 
fabrics produced via the two 
methods are virtually the same. 
However, the fabric produced 


under the French method tends 
to run somewhat wider than 
cloth knitted on the Swiss prin- 
ciple of welting the cylinder 
needles. 

Types of Double Jersey 
Yardgoods Machines 

Depending on the kind of 
double jersey fabric they want 
to make, knitwear manufac- 
turers have their choice of three 
different types of machines: (1) 
conventional interlock units; (2) 
rib machines originally engi- 
neered or subsequently modified 
for double jersey fabric construc- 
tion; (3) rib machines equipped 
with some form of jacquard nee- 
dle selection for the production 
of plain and/or fancy double 
jersey fabrics. 

Conventional interlock ma- 
chines are, of course, the sim- 
plest of the group and are the 
most limited in fabric as well 
as design scope. Generally 
speaking, these machines are re- 
stricted to the production of 
single pique and, in some cases, 
eightlock fabrics. The latter can 
be knitted on conventional inter- 
lock machines only if all needle 
slots cut into the dial and cyl- 
inder are capable of housing 
long needles; on many models 
the alternate tricks are cut only 
to the depth necessary to insert 
short needles. 

In the group of rib machines 
either specially designed or al- 
tered for double jersey knitting 
are found units with relatively 
broad as well as narrow fabric 
scope. Some models in this class- 
ification may be limited only 
to double pique work as, for ex- 
ample, the Fouquet Model SMI, 
or to all of the basic double 
jersey structures — single and 
double pique, eightlock, etc. — 
as in the same company’s Model 
SMII. 

Most versatile of the three 
types of double jersey machines 
are those in the third group — 
the rib jacquard machines. Not 
only are these units capable of 
turning out plain and _ striped 
double knit structures but, in ad- 
dition, all of the double jersey 
structures in a broad range of 
jacquard designs. 

The design mechanism on 
most of these machines is in- 
variably a pattern wheel but on 
some machines, as in the Bent- 
ley Class SRG unit, the pattern- 
ing device may be a pin type 
geometric prism or, as in the 

(Continued on Page 9) 
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Maver Overnit Jacquard modei, 
a pattern drum. The pattern 
wheels are generally the same 
type that are used on conven- 
tional jersey (single needle) ma- 
chines; in most cases, they are 
larger in size than the usual two- 
or three-position wheels found 
on a sinker top machine. On 
some of the fancy jacquard dou- 
ble jersey machines, the pattern 
wheel is of unique construction 
in that it is prefilled with wheel 
jacks. Thus the wheel may be 
quickly set up in accordance 
with any desired design or pat- 
tern by means of a jack selector 
device operating on the push key 
principle. Still another type of 
unconventional pattern wheel 
consists of a removable disc with 
a serrated tooth edge. Patterns 
are set by snipping off teeth in 
accordance with the require- 
ments of the design. 
30-Inch Diameter 

Most of the double jersey ma- 
chines presently on the market 
are 30-inch diameter units, al- 
though some companies manu- 
facture models as low as 15- 
inch diameter and one new unit 
is available in 33-inch diameter. 
Feeds generally number 24 on 
cylinder and dial, although here 
too there are exceptions, as on 
the new Philip machine which 
has 48 feeds. Cuts range for 
10 to 20 needles per inch in 
cylinder and dial. 

The double jersey machines 
may be equipped with long and 
short needles in the cylinder and 
dial as in conventional interlock 
units or with two different types 
of dial needles but with only 
one kind of needle in the cylin- 
der. The two different types of 
dial needles may come with sin- 
gle butts placed forward or back 
on the stem of the needle in 
alternate fashion or with two 
different kinds of butts on the 
stem of each needle. 

Foreign And Domestic 

The range of double jersey 
machines available from equip- 
ment builders includes both for- 
eign and domestic units. The 
former at the moment have the 
edge in the U. S. market over 
domestic-made models. U.S. ma- 
chinary builders, although orig- 
inally slow to detect the rapidly 
growing trend to double jersey 


fabrics. however, are making 
every ifort to close the gap. 
Amon: the growing number of

The latter was introduced on 
the market only last week. The 
Brinton Fabrics Division of 
Scott & Williams, Inc., expects 
to bring out a double jersey unit 
shortly. 

Among the best known of the 
foreign double jersey machines 
are: the various Bentley models, 
the two Dubied circular units, 
the Fouquet, Mayer, Morat. 
Stibble and Terrot machines.

Yarns And Fibers For 
Double Jersey Fabrics 

Practically any type of natu- 
ral or synthetic fiber yarn may 
be used in the knitting of double 
jersey fabrics. Most double jer- 
sey cloth produced abroad and 
the overwhelming proportion of 
this type of fabric currently be- 
ing knitted in this country is of 
wool. However, the fabric struc- 
ture can be suitably knitted with 
any type of synthetic fiber yarn 
in current use in this country 
such as Orlon, Acrilan, Creslan, 
etc. 

Yarns consisting of blends 
of 80 percent Orlon and 20 per- 
cent wool and/or cotton; 70 
percent Acrilan, 30 _ percent 


wool; 65 percent Creslan, 35 
percent wool or combinations of 


wr 


other synthetic and natural fi- 
bers, can also be suitably knitted 
into double jersey cloth. 

In the manufacture of most 
double jersey fabrics, the rela- 
tively more expensive fibers and 
yarns are favored. In wool, the 
yarns for the most part are 
knitted of top wool grades start- 
ing with 60/ 62s and in some in- 
stances going as high as 80s 
grade wool. But whether the 
yarn is spun of wool, a synthetic 
or a blend of synthetic and natu- 
ral fibers, it is generally spun 
to a fine count size in the sin- 
gles. Mills currently turning out 
double jersey fabric for the most 
part are using yarns ranging 
from single 32s w.c. to single 
36s w.c.

Functioning Of WevenitA.24 CircularYardgoods Machine 


AT first glance, the most striking feature of the WEVENIT A.24 
is the sturdiness of construction employed. The frame of the ma- 


chine is of welded steel plate and channel sections, 


giving a 


remarkable degree of rigidity and ensuring at all times a proper 


relationship of the dial to the cylinder. 


of construction allows plenty of 
room for access to the knitting 
head. 

The cam boxes and yarn 
stand are stationary; the rotat- 
ing cylinder and dial are sup- 
ported in ball bearings and the 
infinitely variable drive, which 
is force pump lubricated, is 
totally enclosed in the right leg 
of the machine. The drive is 
readily accessible by removing 
a cover plate. Spur gears iake 
the drive to the cylinder and 
dial, avoiding the use of fabric 
marking dogs, and the special 
techniques used in designing 
these gears are responsible in 
part for the long working life 
of the machine. 

On the original 12 feed 
WEVENIT machine, Dubied 
made available a limitless pat- 
terning area. This was achieved 
by pattern wheels with infinitely 
variable circumference by means 
of metal tapes which ran around 
each wheel. Although this ar- 
rangement proved to be me- 
chanically perfect it did not lend 
itself to multi-feed equipment 
due to the space it consumed. 
On the other hand, in the new 
24 feed WEVENIT A.24, Du- 
bied did not wish to be con- 
fined to the restricted pattern- 
ing possibilities of the simple 
pattern wheel. A device was 
therefore developed which has 
all the inherent safety and re- 
liability of the simple pattern 
wheel but which offers much 
greater versatility. This device 
has three elements: 

e The pattern wheels which 
store one set of selections at 
a time and transmit them to 
the cylinder. 

e The monofilm, which 
stores a quantity of selections 
which may be used for one or 
Many designs as required. The 
selections are taken, one at a 
time, by the pattern wheels for 
transmission to the cylinder. 

e The Multivar, a simple 
counting device which is used 
to control the pattern wheels. 
The Multivar makes the wheels 
Sensitive or nonsensitive to the 


The strength of this type 


monofilm and so decides which 
design will be transmitted to 
the cylinder. 


The Pattern Wheels 

On conventional pattern 
wheel machines the wheels are 
set by hand and the selection, 
once made, is fixed. Only one 
design may be made at a time 
and it may only be changed by 
removing the wheels from the 
machine, changing the selec- 
tion and replacing them on the 
machine. 

The object of the pattern 
wheels on the WEVENIT A.24 
is to allow the selection to be 
changed automatically, without 
stopping the machine, at a point 
fixed in relation to the cylinder. 
The result is an improved pat- 
tern area, variable in height 
and not subject to spiral. Figure 
2 shows a pattern wheel on the 
machine. The bell shaped wheel 
has tricks or slots cut into it, 
each containing a selector ex- 
tending the full length of the 
wheel with a butt protruding 
from the wheel. As the selectors 
pass point I a selection is made 
by pushing certain selector butts 
into the wheel. At II, the se- 
lectors pushed in at | are raised 
by a fixed raising cam located 
inside the wheel. The lifted se- 


lectors act on the needles at 
point Ill, pressing them into 
the cylinder so that their butts 
do not engage with the needle 
raising cam at V. Selectors not 
pushed in at I are not raised at II 
and pass below the needles at 
IIl, thus the selection made at 
| is transmitted to the needles 
at Ill. 

At IV, inside the wheel, is a 
moveable lowering cam. This 
cam is mostly out of work, al- 
lowing the selectors raised at 
I to remain in the high posi- 
tion. It is arranged that while 
any selectors remain in the high 
position after passing IV, the 
raising cam at II becomes in- 
effective and it is therefore im- 
possible to transmit new selec- 
tions from point I to point III. 

In other words, when the 
wheel lowering cam is out of 
action, the wheel is insensitive 
to any changes of selection 
which may be offered to it. On 
the other hand, when the low- 
ering cam is in action, all the 
raised selectors are returned to 
a low position at point IV and 
a new selection is automati- 
cally accepted at point I. There- 
fore, when the wheel lowering 
cam is in action, the wheel be- 
comes sensitive to changes of 
selection. 

The wheel lowering cam is 
automatically raised and low- 
ered by a cam which is fixed 
to the cylinder of the machine 
and which contacts in turn a 
slide under each pattern wheel.

The leading part of this cam 
pulls the slide inward, putting 
the wheel lowering cam into 
action and making the wheel 
sensitive. The trailing part 
pushes the slide outwards, can- 
celling the wheel lowering cam 
and making the wheel insensi- 
tive. The leading and trailing 
parts of the control cam are 
spaced so that a wheel is made 
sensitive for one revolution 
only, which is sufficient time 
for a new, complete selection 
to be made. 

Since there is only one con- 
trol cam on the cylinder, the 
selection on each wheel is 
changed once during each revo- 
lution of the machine at a point 
fixed in relation to the cylinder. 
The control cam itself may be 
put in and out of action auto- 
matically by the Multivar; ‘he 
designer therefore may change 
the design or leave it as is. 


The Monofilm 

Selection of the selectors is 
made by a single metal tape 
which runs around the machine 
in guides to touch each pattern 
wheel. This tape, called the 
Monofilm, is punched accord- 
ing to the design required and 
the importance of the bell shape 
of the pattern wheels is now 
made clear. Since the tape 
touches the wheels at their max- 
imum diameter and the wheels 
touch the cylinder at their min-

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imum diameter, the tape may 
be punched in approximately 
half the gauge of the machine. 
fhus, even on an 18 cut ma- 
chine consecutive holes in the 
ape are nearly one-eighth inch 
apart. This feature gives great 
trength to the tape allowing 
it to be run through the ma- 
chine at great speed in perfect 
safety. The operating speed of 
the machine is never governed 
by any consideration of safety 
ior the Monofilm steel tape. 

In Figure 5, it can be seen 
that the Monofilm and the cyl- 
inder have opposite directions 
of travel. The Monofilm may 
be considered to be divided into 
sections, each containing the se- 
lection for one pattern wheel. 
lt is apparent that section #1 
is presenting a selection to the 
sensitized wheel #1, while sec- 
tion #2 is still approaching 
wheel #2. The moment section 
#2 reaches wheel #2 the wheel 
will become sensitive; the 
meantime the control cam on 
the cylinder has left wheel #1 
insensitive and it will transmit 
continuously for the next revo- 
lution of the cylinder the selec- 
tion given by section #1. This 
procedure takes place at each 
pattern wheel in turn. 

During each revolution a 
basic pattern unit 96 needles 
wide by 24 feeds high is de- 
veloped. These basic areas are 
aligned vertically and horizon- 
tally. The total pattern area 
comprises any number of basic

units placed on top of each 
other. The maximum height of 
pattern area obtainable is there- 
fore subject only to the number 
of times the selection may be 
changed. A 16 cut machine is 
capable of 38 changes, giving a 
pattern height of 936 feeds. 
The Multivar 

This is a simple counting de- 
vice similar to those used as 
economisers on many flat ma- 
chines. illustrated in Figure 4, 
its purpose is automatically to 
change the position of the pat- 
tern wheel control cam located 
on the cylinder of the machine. 
At each revolution of the cyl- 
inder, the metal band advances 
one position and a finger ex- 
amines the top hole in the band 
after each advance. Should the 
hole be filled by a metal clip, 
the position of the wheel control 
cam will be changed through 
a simple system of levers. A 
manual overide is provided 
through knob Y, Figure 5, so 
that the wheel control cam can 
be put in and out of operation 
by hand. This allows the ma- 
chine to be changed from one 
order to another very rapidly. 

The sampling possibilities of 
the WEVENIT A.24 will be 
discussed in a later article but 
it is convenient here to give a 
short description of a typical 
use of the Multivar. When knit- 
ting a dress length, for instance, 
Multivar will allow separate 
motifs to be used in the skirt, 
waist and top. Alternatively, a 
ew basic motifs may be put 
together in varying sequences 
to give a large variety of designs 
at small cost. 

The dial of the WEVENIT 
A.24 is equipped with two 
kinds of needles and four kinds 
of push jack, allowing several 
kinds of backing to be pre-set 
on the machine. A great deal 
of time may thus be saved as 
re-arranging the dial needles be- 
tween orders is often obviated. 


Summary 

The special claims made for 
the WEVENIT A.25 are as fol- 
lows: 

It has a very large design 
area, important in this type of 
dress and suiting goods, and the 
designs do not spiral (although 
spiral designs can be produced). 

Unusual definition can be ob- 
tained in designing as each nee- 
dle is controlled individually. 

Designs can be changed very 
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rapidly as it is not necessary to 
dismantle the pattern wheels or 
to check the design after the 
Monofilm has been verified. 
Furthermore, since the designs 
are stored on the almost inde- 
structible Monofilm, large de- 
partments making up pattern 
wheels are avoided. 

It is a very easy machine to 
design for, greatly reducing 
overhead costs. Capital is not 


tied up in idle sets of pattern 
wheels. 

All the mechanisms are re- 
liable and mechanically oper- 
ated, no special skills are re- 
quired to operate and maintain 
the machine. The machine is 
built as an integral unit, no dif- 
ficult calculations are necessary 
to produce designs, and no other 
special knowledge is required at 
any stage of operation.

Weiffenbach Model MVA Automatic V-Bed Flat Machine 


A RELATIVE newcomer in the knitting equipment field, the 
frm of Walter Weiffenbach Textil Maschinenfabrik, Westphalia, 
Germany, is offering a new power V-bed flat machine for the 
manufacture of collars and rib trimmings, designated the model 
MVA. The machine is sold in this country by Morris Kaplan. A 


fully-automatic machine, it is 
available in gauges ranging from 
3 up to 14 needles per inch. 
The needlebeds have a knitting 
width of 160 cm. but machines 
having other knitting widths can 
be supplied. 

This fully automatic machine 
is distinguished by its particu- 
larly robust construction and 
easy accessibility to all parts. 
In addition to knitting collars 
and rib trimmings, the machine 
can also knit outerwear garment 
parts with automatically 
serted drawthread welts. It is 
claimed that the machine can 
knit with particularly high knit- 
ting speeds, i.e. 40 courses per 
minute at a knitting width of 
160 cm. The incorporation of 
very large chain sprocket wheels 
results in quiet running of the 
carriage across the needlebeds 
with a smooth reversal of car- 
riage traverse at either end. 

The Model MVA is equipped 
with high and low butt needles 
and has a large pattern po- 
tential. The carriage is equipped 
with cardigan cams for tucking 
in the hook and automatic tubu- 
lar cams. There is an automatic 
needlebed shog over one or two 
needles. The needlebeds can be 
racked at single course or two 
course intervals, as required. 


The extent of the rack in one 


or two needle steps depends on 
the gauge and ranges from 4 to 
12 needles. 

The machine has four yarn 
carriers. Yarn carrier changes 
can be elfected automatically 
at two course intervals. The 
arrangements for racking the 
needlebed thus make it possible 
to produce a large variety of 
rack designs and the four yarn 
carriers permit the production 
of color designs. ‘these two 
patterning elements can be com- 
bined in the manufacture of 
ripple designs as well as knop 
and tuck patterns. 

The change from knitting 
1x1 rib to knitting 2x2 rib 
is fully automatic and so is the 
inseruon of drawthread welts 
and slack courses. Cam changes 
are controlled from a drum 
fitted upon the cam-plate on 
the carriage. The drum can be 
racked backward and forward 
automatically and effects all 
cam changes smoothly and 
swiftly. 

At the same time this method 
of controlling all cam changes 
increases the pattern potential 
of the machine considerably. 
The control drum on the cam 
carriage also facilitates changes 
in stitch length. Five and more 


changes are & possible and these

may be carried out through 
micrometer screws at single or 
two course intervals. A hand 
lever is fitted to the MVA to 
return the needlebed to its basic 
position after a shog if that 
should be required. 

Overall control on the MVA 
is effected from two control 
chains. There is the main con- 
trol chain which initiates the 
production of the drawthread 
welt and controls the move- 
ments of the pattern repeat 
chain. The latter is equipped 
with an economizer attachment 
and controls the movements of 
the pattern control drum on the 
cam carriage, the needlebed 
racking, yarn carrier changes 
and alterations in stitch length. 

Apart from the fact that the 
smooth and quiet run of the 
carriage is facilitated by resting 
the heavy carriage driving chain 
upon extra large sprocket 
wheels, the fact that the car- 
riage rests upon fourteen ball 
bearings also contributes heavily 
towards the smooth reciproca- 
tions of the carriage. The latter 
is of the high bow type and is 
attractively designed. 

The heavy carriage driving 
chain runs in four guide rails 
and the half moon shaped chain 
guards at either end are adjust- 
able. The driving motor is 
equipped with a clutch and by 
pressing a lever the machine 
can be slowly set into motion. 
The machine can be supplied 
with a two-speed motor and a 
handle for moving the carriage 
by hand is standard equipment. 
The arrangement of running the 
carriage driving chain through 
four guide rails has the added 
advantage that in the event of 
a sudden stoppage in the knit- 
ting area the carriage stops 
absolutely still thus avoiding the 
creation of dropped stitches. 

The cam system itself is 
equipped with lifting leading 
cam parts, this is an optional 
extra, and the slides on the cam 
carriage are fitted with easily 
adjustable brakes. 

The fabric take-up is auto- 
matic and consists of a main 
take-up roller and 16 counter 
pressure rollers which can be 
swung away from the main 
take-down roller, and are spring 


loaded. 

The machine has eight elec- 
tric stop motions which stop 
the machine instantaneously in 
the event of knots, yarn break- 
ages, broken needles as well as 
load ups on the needles. The 
point where knots or yarn 
breakages have occurred is in- 
dicated by a red light. The low 
power stop motion circuit also 
operates in the event of empty 
yarn packages.

Knitting Techniques 


New Method Patented For Warp Knitting Beep PileFabrics 


NOTTINGHAM, England— 
Ever since several samples of 
carpet-like warp knitted fabrics 
were shown at the Scottish In- 
dustries Exhibition at Kelvin 
Hall last year British knitters 
have been interested in the po- 
tentialities of this new technique 
of knitting. Now it has been an- 
nounced that the method is one 
developed by a H. W. H. Grau, 
who has taken out patents to 
cover the process. 

In the production of these fab- 
rics, a carded web is attached 
to the ground fabric during the 
actual knitting process. The knit- 
ting unit used is a latch needle 
Raschel machine. The ground 
warp is produced in the conven- 
tional fashion by guide bars, 
while the carded web is sup- 
plied between feeder plates, the 
actual knitting action being 
helped by special web engaging 
elements. The entire bank of 
guides and bars swings together 
over the one needle bed, shog- 
ging as needed by the pattern. 

A blade-type presser is intro- 
duced between the ground fabric 
guide bars and the web feeder 
plate to permit the increase of 
web feed to produce patterned 
effects with varying lengths of 
pile. 

It is said that the inventor 
envisages the linking together of 
a web forming machine such as 
a card to the Raschel unit by a 
conveying unit. Alternatively the 
web can be supplied from a 
beam. 

One of the main character- 
istics of the fabrics produced on 
the Raschel machine is that the 
web is sub-divided into what 
might be called rovings and then 
converted into loops which are 
in turn combined with those of 
the ground fabric. This close re- 
lation between the various com- 
ponents of the fabrics permits 
finishing operations to be car- 
tied out without any detrimental 
effect on the construction of the 
fabric. 

Although so far fabrics have 
been produced by this method 
On a machine only 102 inches 
wide, it is claimed that they 


can be made up to 108 inches

It would seem that the method 
would be best suited for pro- 
ducing pile of long staple fibers. 
The general appearance of the 
fabrics suggests a loop pile ef- 


fect, with the loops forming 
rows across the fabric. No 
doubt, in addition to carpets, 


the process can be used to pro- 


duce cloth destined for end-uses 
varying from linings to uphol- 
stery fabrics. Brushing, or other 
finishing treatments, could prob- 
ably give a variation of surface 
appearance to the knitted fab- 
rics, as could the use of a web 
consisting of fibers dyed in dif- 
ferent colors. 


It is said that so far cotton 
has been most widely used as 
the backing yarn, and the pile 
fibers have consisted of carded 
wool, mohair, nylon and other 
fibers. Donaldson Brothers (Al- 
loa) Ltd., Scotland, are under- 
taking the commercial applica- 
tion of the process. 


Knitting Techniques 


Suggestions For Warp Knitting Nylon 


PONTYPOOL, England—British Nylon Spinners Ltd., have 
recently offered suggestions for the production of nylon warp 
knitted fabrics to the trade here in Britain, paying particular at- 
tention to the fabrics used in light outerwear, certain industrial 


applications and upholstery. 

One of the advantages of warp 
knitted nylon fabrics, according 
to the company, is that the set- 
ting properties of the polyamide 
yarn ensure a dimensional sta- 
bility which makes for ease of 
handling when garments are be- 
ing made up. The characteristic 
assists particularly in eliminating 
edge curling. Correct setting of 
the nylon fabric, according to 
B. N. S., also preserves the 
shape of garments and extends 
their life to make ironing un- 
necessary, or at least reduce it 
to a minimum. A wide range 
of effects can be obtained in the 
fabric by the use of twist, proc- 
essed, bulked and stretch yarns, 
or by finishing techniques includ- 
ing brushing, napping, sueding, 
Schreiner calendering, embos- 
sing and flock printing. 

In Britain nylon yarns are 
supplied to the trade as straight 
thrown yarn or with producer 
twist. Producer twist yarn is sup- 
plied on draw-twist packages, 


currently either 14 ounce plain 
tubes or 2 Ib. slip-sleeve tubes, 
12 inches long by 1% inch in- 
ternal diameter. Thrown or proc- 
essed yarn is offered on cones 
seven inches long with an ini- 
tial coning traverse of six inches. 
The packages are supplied in 
two weights: 12 or 21 ounce, 
and are either gummed and 
oiled or oiled only. To facilitate 
warping and knitting, twist set- 
ting is recommended for yarns 
with five turns per inch and up- 
wards. The principle yarns used 
are 9/1, 12/1, 15/1, 20/1, 
20/7, 30/10, 40/13 and 60/20 
in varying degrees of luster. An 
anti-static finish is given to warp 
knitting yarns, and this finish 
also acts as a lubricant. It is 
also non-oxidizing, stable in 
varying climatic conditions and 
readily removed during scour- 
ing. 

The company has also given 
directions for warping, and these 
include the following points. In- 
direct and direct methods can 


be used, but the direct method 
which involves less handling is 
suggested as being the most pref- 
erable. When warping producer 
twist nylon yarn, the creel should 
have ceramic guides and posts 
and the tensioning discs should 
be so arranged that no twist is 
rubbed back and no_ loops 
caused by filament disturbance. 
Yarn tension, says B. N. S., 
should be kept as low as pos- 
sible; they say that a tension of 
0.1 to 0.15 gram per denier at 
the warping head is enough. 
This tension can be increased 
to 0.2 gram per denier for 
thrown yarn. It is emphasized 
that all contact points on the 
creel and the warper head must 
be kept clean, and this state of 
cleanliness maintained by con- 
stant inspection. 

Yarn packages, the sugges- 
tions state, should be firmly po- 
sitioned on the creel, whether 
they are vertical or horizontal. 
The first guide eye should be 
7% inches to 8% inches from 
the top of the smaller supply 
package, or 3 inches to 4 inches 
from the top of the longer 2 Ib. 
package.

King Size Yarn Package For Knitting Produced On Winder 


OVERSIZE yarn packages for creeling on knitting machines 
can be produced on the unique Rocket winder developed by D. 
Delorue & Cie, Roubaix, France. The unusual winding machine 
and its equally uncommon yarn package was first introduced at 
the Milan Textile Exhibition two years ago. In addition to knitting, 


the package is also suitable for 
dyeing and warping. Interstate 
Textile Co., affiliate of Speizman 
Knitting Machine Corp., Char- 
lotte. N. C., markets the Delorue 
Rocket winder in this country. 


Like Large Bobbin 


Packages produced on_ the 
unit look like large bottle bob- 
bins from which the inner sup- 
port has been removed, leaving 
only the cone base around which 
the yarn is first wound when the 
package begins to take shape. 
The big difference between 
bottle bobbin and the Rocket 
package is found in the higher 
crossing ratio of the yarn in the 
latter. The yarn moves from the 
center of the package to the 
outer perimeter and back again 
in only three winding turns. 

The company claims that this 


kind of winding gives maximum 
conservation of yarn strength. 
They say that since the density 
is obtained by cramming the 
yarn, the yarn is subjected to 
very little tension during the 
processing and the resultant 
package is uniform. According 
to a recent statement by the 
company, the winding speed is 
faster than that at which pack- 
ages for dyeing or knitting are 
normally wound. This, they say, 
is particularly true in the case of 
singles wool yarn. 


Hold More Pounds 


The capacity of a Rocket six- 
inch package can be up to nine 
pounds of yarn and this same 
package is suitable for immedi- 
ate use by knitters, weavers, dy- 
ers, Or spinners. 


Use for Dyeing 


As far as behavior during 
dyeing is concerned, the Rocket 
packages are said to dye with 
excellent uniformity, even better 
than that obtained with cross- 
wound cheeses and cones. This 
is because throughout the Rock- 
et package length penetration of 
dye takes place under identical 
conditions, the yarn going from 
the center of the package to the 
outside and back again every 20 
inches. Compared with this, on 
a conventional crosswound 
cheese the yarn starts at the 
center and finishes on the out- 
side. 

The Rocket method of wind- 
ing eliminates any risk of rib- 
boning or repeats, and the hard- 
ness of the package produced is 
regular over its entire length. 
This represents another advan- 
tage over conventional cross- 
wound packages, where not only 
are the center layers tighter but 
the yarn is more densely packed 
where the crossing changes di-

ension. Even when the Rocket 
packages have been processed 
py those dyestuffs which tend tu 
make the yarn stick together 
there is the minimum of break- 
ages.

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Lamb To Introduce 
New Trim Machine 


CHICOPEE FALLS, Mass. 
—The Lamb Knitting Machine 
Corporation will shortly offer a 
new, inexpensive single head 
trim knitting machine which may 
be had with either single, double, 
or triple yarn carrier assembles.

Electronic Knitting Machine Perfected 


LONDON, England—MacQueen Cybernetics Ltd., reportedly 
has developed a knitting system by which complete garments are 
produced simply by controlling the unit with perforated plastic 
tapes. The machine is said to handle any type of yarn, from wool 
to synthetic fibers. Eight knitting units are controlled through in- 
dividual machine control cubicles which are in their turn activated 
by a master control cubicle. This master control cubicle receives 
its instructions from a tape reader device which has a perforated 
plastic tape fed into it. The tape is coded to produce particular 
styles of garment. 

According to one statement, the system is capable of producing, 
on a three shift system, fifty-four thousand complete garments in 
one year. It produces a full-fashioned knitted dress, coat or suit, 
complete with collars, sleeves, cuffs and pockets, on one cycle of 
operation. 

Although in the past knitting machines have in certain in- 
stances been electronically controlled to some extent, this is claimed 
to be the first time ever complete garments can be produced in 
this way. It is expected that only large firms would be interested 
in the system, as production is unusually high and presumably 
initial capital investment is great.

On Stretch Knits Featured By Ceeb 


MIAMI, Fla.—Ceeb of Miami, one of the South’s largest manu- 
facturers of swim suits, has put “butterflies” in milady’s bra instead 


of in her tummy. This startling 
fact was revealed at a recent un- 
veiling of Ceeb’s new 1961 
swimwear line to press, radio, 
and TY commentators at the 
Biscayne Terrace Hotel here. 


Ceeb’s Beauty Bra, which is 
in nearly all its swim suits, has 
gained a reputation for fit. But 
this year Ceeb has put into its 
knit suits the new Winged Bra 
of nylon mesh. Improved shap- 
ing uplifts and supports any type 
figure, and small “butterflies” of 
cotton have been placed under 
the bra and attached to the bust- 
line of the suit itself to hold the 
seams snug, sure and in their 
proper place. 

Ceeb’s knitted swim suits con- 
sist of many varied fabrics, rang- 
ing from Helanca stretch ma- 
terials to blends of nylon, cotton 
and Orlon with rubber. Some of 
the knit fabrics duplicate wov- 
en patterns; others are screen 
printed. 


One ofthe striking numbers 
in Ceeb’s collection is a nylon 
knit in a fine brocade pattern. 
Maillot in silhouette, this suit 
clings to the figure to emphasize 
a long, lean look. It has a deep 
V-neckline in front and plunges 
to a very open back. 

Another nylon knit is appro- 
priately titled Whisper, because 
of its ultra-light weight. A mere 
six ounces, this material is avail- 
able in many suits in the collec- 
tion as, for example an ex- 
clusive Ceeb screen print.

back and open vent tied at the 
front neckline.

This combination is 
also used to achieve a velvety 
soft and smooth texture which is 
seen in several additional swim 
suits. 

Cotton combines with rubber 
and nyion to produce an interest- 
ing jacquard pattern suit with 
little boy shorts, a leg-slimming 
feature. This fiber content is 
also used in a sheath knit with 
becoming V-line styling. The 
material dries quickly, retains 
its shape and has been well vest- 
ed for its supporting quality. 

Orlon combined with cotton 
and rubber is seen in a ridged 
knit creating an ottoman tex- 
ture. This fabric combination 
can also create a softly textured 
knit that is available in black, 
white and lilac number with 
two-tone trim. 

Cotton elasticized knit is also 
used for many suits in this col- 
lection. One sheath with a cami- 
sole bodice is patterned in an 
all-over flower chintz print, an 
exclusive screen print by Ceeb. 

A frosted look is created 
in elasticized cotton knits giv- 
ing a fresh, cool appearance. 


One suit comes in green, black 
and pink with white braid out- 
lining the neckline. Another 
frosted knit comes in a tweed 
effect of white on either gold or 
aqua. A flattering sheath with 
built-up straps, it is trimmed 
with coordinating stripe.

Kimberly Knitwear was sell- 
ing mostly two-piece dresses or 
dresses with matching jackets, 
according to representative Ray 
Godwin. Several important styles 
were three-pieces with jacket, 
skirt and pullover sweater to 
match, as seen in a pale blue 
style with white trim around the 
collar, down the front, and on 
the edges of the pockets and the 
sleeves. Two other good num- 
bers here were a green sleeve- 
less dress with a bateau neck- 
line and matching belt, topped 
by a long-sleeved cardigan with 
large brass buttons, and a dress 
knit in a shell-crochet effect 
with a ribbed crew neck and 
cuffs. 

Also popular in wool were a 
pleated skirt topped by a short, 
boxy, brass-buttoned double- 
breasted jacket, and a_ basic 
princess style with dolman 
sleeves, large coilar and fine de- 
tailing.

Screen Printed 


Cashmere Knits 


GLASGOW, Scotland (Via 
\malgamated Trade News 
\eency) — British interest in 
creen printed knitted garments 
ws been growing and in the 
oesent year has reached the 
sint where it may legitimately 
ie regarded as a pointer to much 
vider use. This view is obvi- 
wsly shared by the leading man- 
vacturers who have contributed 
green printed styles to the new 
\utumn offerings, with quite 
considerable success. 

Buyers are understood to be 
wceptive to the printed styles 
and to have placed substantial 
business for them. Sweaters of 
this type have been mainly in 
pastel shades and use floral de- 
igns almost entirely. These may 
be delicate and relatively small, 
attered at random over the 
fabric; or alternatively may be 
quite large, with full blown roses 
“growing” over a white or pastel 
fabric. In some instances, the 
makers are incorporating glitter 
beading to supplement the screen 
print and to give sparkle to the 
design. 


Not Gauged Yet 


It is difficult as yet to deter- 
mine how far and how fast this 
trend will move. Manufacturers 
interested in such designs believe 
that it could become a very im- 
portant section. 

Holyrood Knitwear of Glas- 

gow is one of the famous Scot- 
lish manufacturers long associ- 
ited with haute couture and 
quality manufacturing; they have 
not only adopted screen printing 
or their Courtelle, Courtauld’s 
acrylic fiber, and botany wool 
garments but have now adapted 
the process to cashmere gar- 
ments, that is an indication of 
the extent of interest and the 
confidence which is currently 
held in this style trend. 
_At their autumn range pre- 
view in London last May, Holy- 
food showed a classic cashmere 
‘lipover with an attractive screen 
printed overall design. While in 
No Way claiming to be pioneers 
of printe’ knitwear, this Scottish 
company elieves itself to be the 
iitst to o'er a printed cashmere 
is a regular item in 
their range. 


Screen Printed Cashmere 


Reaction to this offering was 
most satisfactory and prompt. 
Holyrood already had offered 
printed styles in Courtelle and 
Botany wool and by adding a 
printed cashmere they brought 
this technique to all sections of 
the trade. By a policy of com- 
petitive pricing of printed gar- 
ments, allied to their obvious 
quality, considerable support 
was achieved and the volume of 
orders fully justified the view 
that this style has a sound future. 
The clarity of printing, the 
avoidance of any undue loss of 
handle and the ability of the 
process to withstand repeated 
washings are the important as- 
pects involved in the new cash- 
mere printing range. The gar- 
ments are available in white and 
natural and the principal motif 
so far utilized by Holyrood has 
been an overall rosebud design. 
This is an essentially feminine 
design, suitable for use at any 
gathering where the need is for 
a fashionable but formal en- 
semble. 

Meanwhile, the firm is work- 
ing towards a wider range of 
effects on cashmere fabrics; these 
multi-colored designs will be in- 
troduced in due course for both 
the home and export trade, in 
cashmere and also in Courtelle. 

Distribution of the existing 
cashmere and Courtelle and bot- 
any designs is moving well giving 
every promise of a satisfactory 
development. The cashmere gar- 
ments are produced in the firm’s 
Hawick plant while screen print- 
ing is handled by an associated 
company in Nottingham. 


Orders Were Fine 
But The 
Were

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Praises Quality 
Of Knit Fabrics 
Produced Abroad 


STOUGHTON, Mass.—Knit- 
ing mills in Switzerland and 
Italy, being less production 
ninded than plants in the States, 
we turning out higher quality 
\nitted fabric, Michael Viola, 
vice president in charge of de- 
gn at the McKem-Vanta divi- 
jon of Shawmut, Inc., said on 
his return from a recent trip 
abroad. There is less so-called 
Continental styling abroad than 
might be expected, he noted. 
“Production is more along the 
lines of what we call the classic 
look,” he commented. 

The accent on quality, accord- 
ing to Viola, extends also to 
cotton knit cloth destined for 
lower priced garments. Very 
little single ply yarn is used; 
most of it is two ply mercan- 
dized cotton. The resulting gar- 
ments are heavier. Handwork is 
generously applied. 

One very large mill was cited 
as typical of the Italian method 
of operation. This company 
manufactured its own but 


did none of its own knitting, 
which was done of the machines 
of two or three small neighbor- 
ing contractors and returned to 
the mill for finishing. Great em- 
phasis was placed on the quality 
of the yarns and finished goods. 

Mr. Viola said there appeared 
to be considerable new ma- 
chinery in use both in Italy and 
Switzerland, although the build- 
ings themselves appeared not to 
be modern, and in many in- 
stances material handling equip- 
ment would be considered obso- 
lete in this country. 

Mr. Viola also said that large 
quantities of wool knit dresses 
for all age groups were being 
turned out. Most of the fabrics, 
even for low-priced garments, are 
knitted on V-bed flat machines 
and circular interlock machines. 
These goods are to be marketed 
directly to retail stores and 
chains here, while hitherto much 
of the cutting and sewing was 
accomplished in this country. 
Mr. Viola thought this new 
trend was due to increased 
awareness among American re- 
tailers of the glamour appeal of 
the Italian label. 

Mr. Viola visited Rome, 
Venice, Florence and Milan in

cal ribbing and this stitch is 
used in a contrasting direction 
on the top of the shoulders and 


_ sleeves. In basic gold, the sweat- 


er is decorated with a double 


| black stripe from shoulder to 


cuff on the top of the sleeves 
and a black and gold shield ap- 
plique on the chest. This selec- 
tion is offered in 75 percent 
wool 25 percent Orlon and in 
basic shades of gold, olive, blue, 
charcoal grey and_ charcoal 
brown. 

One of Barclay’s most popu- 
lar novelties is a light Orlon 
sweater’ with a conventional 
cardigan rick-rack button band. 


| Five metallic stamped buttons 


are used down the front, and on 
red, a one inch vertical stripe 
of charcoal outlined by a dou- 
ble stripe of white on either 
side is used on the front. 


For older girls, Adora Kpij. 
wear had a selection o shaggie, 
75/25 percent Orlon and woo 
and others of deep pile rayop 
and acetate.

Against 12Nations 
WASHINGTON, D. C.— 


| Formal dumping charges have 


been brought by the Rayon 
Staple Fiber Producers Associ- 
ation against twelve countries, 
including Austria, Belgium, 
France, Germany, Italy, Japan, 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

Under the Antidumping Act 


_ the offer of a price is sufficient 


| to 


establish “sales below fair 
value.” The Association con- 
tends that foreign offers or sales 
at a delivered price below do- 
mestic prices of 28 cents are sub- 
ject, as dumping, to a duty under 
the Act. The charges have been 
filed with the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

European and Japanese rayon 
staple producers aroused Ameri- 
can producer reaction by in- 
creasing exports to the U. S. In 
recent hearings before the Tariff 
Commission and the Committee 
for Reciprocity Information, do- 
mestic producers said domestic 
capacity is more than ample for 
total United States demand and 
cailed for a rollback of duty to 
25 percent ad valorem under 
GATT Article 28. There is also 
a possibility of further action by 
the Tariff Commission. 

The Rayon and Staple Fiber 
Producers Association testified 
that foreign countries had built 
up approximately one billion 
pounds of excess capacity, or 
more than double the total of 
U. S. consumption last year, in 
an attempt to profit in export 
markets.

“No other countries producing 
staple fiber are subjected to 
competition from imports in the 
magnitude faced here in the 
United States. In contrast to the 
115 million pounds imported 
into this country in 1959, only 
78 million pounds were imported 
into twenty-five other rayon and 
acetate staple producing coun- 
tries. That amount was equal to 
four percent of their combined 
domestic production, whereas 
imports into this country were 
equal to 32 percent of U. S. pro- 
duction—a situation from which 
domestic producers declare they 
must have relief to survive.”
